Other Sins corrupt, but the contrary Virtue, 
this corrupts all; it is that dead Fly in the 
Precious Ointment of all the Virtues, and 
makes them ſend forth a ſtinking Savour, 
from whence comes Blaſphemy, the evil 
Actions of Satan, Oppoſition to God, but 
from Pride that will not be ſubject to God, 
nor limited Within his Laws; Apoſtacy comes 
from Pride, Eccleſ. x. Initium ſuperbiæ Apoſta- 
tate a Deo eſt prima ſuperbiæ pars, ſay the 
Schools: And the Blaſphemy of the Devils 
aſcends from Pride, Pſal. Ixxiii. ſuperbia 
eorum qui te oderunt aſcendit ſemper: There 
Blaſphemy is called Pride: Pride is the Be- 
ginning of all Sin, Eccleſ. x. 14. And al- 
though it be ſaid of Covetouſneſs, Tim. vi. 10. 
That it is the Root of all Evil, yet it differs 
much from Pride, becauſe Covetouſueſs is a 
turning to a mutable Good, by which this 
Sin is nouriſhed and fed; but Pride is an A- 
verſion from God, an abſolute Denial of O- 
bedience to God, and therefore it is called 
the Beginning of Sin, quia in parte aver/i- 
onis incipit ratio mali.
